SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

Senate Bill 442 appropriates $50 thousand from the general fund to Economic Development De-
partment to promote film and media enterprises in New Mexico.

FISCAL IMPLICATIONS

The appropriation of $50 thousand contained in this bill is a recurring expense to the general
fund. Any unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining at the end of fiscal year 2007 shall
revert to the general fund.

SIGNIFICANT ISSUES

The Film Office of EDD reports that it would use the appropriation to attend industry marketing
events such as Sundance film festival, South by Southwest musical and film festival, or the AFCI
Locations Tradeshow to promote New Mexico’s growing film and media industry.
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
